I began this project as an intellectual hobby in my retirement years. 
The purpose was to learn more about our ancestors and try to 
honor and preserve their achievements. For the most part it has 
been a success. However, the process has slowed as older facts 
became more difficult to uncover. It just seemed like a good place 
to pause and share my current findings. 


I sincerely appreciate the encouragement and contributions others 
have made to this work. I've tried to diligently research and write 
an accurate account of our ancestors. Needless to say, I am not a 
professional genealogist, and I apologize for any errors or 
omissions. 
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Overview 


Introduction: 


Ohio became a state in 1803. At the time, it was wilderness. It was America's 
frontier. Our Cooper and Cole ancestors were among the first pioneers to enter 
this new territory. These families would contribute greatly to the growth of Ohio 
and the Nation. 


Isaac Cooper brought his young family to Ohio in 1812. They settled in Perry 
County, a beautiful area of rolling hills southeast of Columbus. Five sets of 
grandparents are buried there. They were mostly hard-working farmers and 
honest folks. Six of Isaac Cooper's descendants were named in his honor. 


Silas W. Cole drifted down the Ohio in 1819 and made the river town of 
Portsmouth his new home. He married and became a prominent leader of Scioto 
County. Having more contact with outside world, Scioto seemed to keep a step 
ahead of rural Perry County. 


Eighty years later, in 1899, these proud Cooper and Cole families united in 
marriage. The children, Donald B. Cooper and Harry P. Cooper, would represent 
the best attributes of the combined families. Although living in more modern 
times, they had their share of obstacles to overcome. While boys, Donald and 
Harry lost their father in an accident. Later, the Great Depression and two World 
Wars would shape their values. 


This book briefly recalls the lives of Donald and Harry, as well as prior Cooper 
and Cole generations who bravely immigrated to America and eventually settled 
in Ohio. 


Project Scope: 


Several pedigree charts are provided to help understand the scope of this research. 
From the pedigree chart showing five generations, it can be seen that over 
fourteen other families, in addition to the Coopers and Coles, have enriched our 
heritage. It would be impossible to include details about all these families. 


This document concentrates on the descendants of the first Cooper and Cole 
ancestors to live in Ohio. The focus is on Donald and Harry Cooper leading back 
in time to our first families in Ohio. Unfortunately, many relatives outside this 
direct lineage have been omitted. Few living people are shown as a precaution to 
protect their privacy. Furthermore, women have not been fully traced after they 


married. Their children are also important descendants, of course. However, 
tracing all the married names was beyond the practical scope of this project. 


Occasionally, terms like "grandfather" are used in this document. These terms are 
relative to this author. Each reader will need to mentally adjust terms to match his 
or her own relationship. Furthermore, to some young readers this paper shows 
only a half, or less, of their pedigree. Hopefully, it will be enough to spark an 
interest in genealogy. 


Summary of Findings: 


Possibly the most remarkable finding of this research is that all known direct 
ancestors (bloodline grandparents) were already in America by 1776 prior to the 
fight for independence and birth of our Nation. Many arrived a hundred years 
earlier on small sailing ships enduring voyages of a month or more. This is a rare 
heritage in the 21" century. We can be very proud! 


Although many of our family lines are well documented back to European roots, 
our specific Cooper lineage is somewhat speculative prior to 1812 when they 
came to Ohio. However, just before emigrating to Ohio, Isaac Cooper was a 
resident of Fayette County, Pennsylvania, as confirmed by land records and the 
1810 U.S. Census. He fits the description of a child of John and Martha Cooper 
who lived in Fayette. Furthermore, Isaac and several of his siblings married 
Sayre and Strawn children in Fayette, and they all moved to Perry County, Ohio. 
The downside of this story is that John and Martha Cooper might represent a brick 
wall blocking further research. Nothing more is known about their parents and 
family background. However, an authoritative book, Genealogical and Personal 
History of Fayette County, Pennsylvania, says that John Cooper was born in 
1742, came from New Jersey, and died in 1797. It is also written that he was a 
descendant of James Cooper who was born in 1661 at Stratford-on-Avon, 
England, and came to America about 1682. This would be a significant finding 
because that James Cooper was the great-grandfather of Judge William Cooper 
who founded Cooperstown, NY. Moreover, a son of the Judge was James 
Fenimore Cooper (1789-1851), the famous author. If the book is accurate, then 
our Isaac Cooper (1780-1836) would have been a cousin of the author. 


John Cooper (1742-1797) was also a Revolutionary War soldier, according to a 
membership application accepted by the DAR. As yet, this researcher has not 
been able to independently verify any of these claims about John Cooper. 
Positive proof may be difficult to find, but that doesn't mean the claims are not 
true. They were made by relatives that lived nearly 100 years closer to the 
original events. 


According to DAR and government records, nine of our ancestors fought in the 
Revolutionary War. They were members of the Cooper, Cole, Sayre, Berkey, 


Whips, Holcombe, Huston, Boyd, and Alford lines. Several others were in the 
War of 1812. Before being wounded, Great-grandfather Isaac W. Cooper served 
three years in the Civil War. Six Cole brothers also fought in the Civil War and 
one died. Furthermore, many uncles and cousins fought in these and subsequent 
conflicts. Some gave their lives. 


For the most part, our ancestors were educated in rural and public schools. They 
received a basic but good education that served them well in commerce and their 
daily affairs. It wasn't until the 1900's that our young people began attending 
colleges and receiving advanced degrees. Learning has always been highly 
valued, although practical matters frequently interfered. 


Grandfather Howard Berkey Cooper was a Methodist minister. Even centuries 
before, religion was very important to our forefathers. Some were Quakers and 
Mennonites who left Europe for the purpose of religious freedom. By the 
Twentieth Century the Cooper family had embraced a wide variety of religions, 
but it wasn't always that way. In Colonial times the Congregational church 
dominated New England. The Society of Friends (Quakers) had the most 
members during the 1700s when our ancestors lived in New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. The Great Awakening of the mid-1700s spread Baptist and 
Methodist churches. By the early 1800s, Baptists had become the nation's largest 
Protestant group. Methodists overtook them from about 1820 until 1920. Our 
Coopers gradually converted to Methodist Episcopal (M.E.), Baptist, 
Presbyterian, Lutheran, Reformed, and other faiths. Many switched faiths due to 
marriage. Others chose the nearest Protestant church rather than travel extra 
miles over muddy wagon trails. Some of our ancestors were founding members 
of new churches in the Ohio wilderness. They first met outdoors and in homes 
before a church structure could be built. Later they became class leaders of their 
congregations. These rural churches didn't have resident preachers. Instead, they 
were served by circuit riders. Marriages, births, and deaths often could not be 
blessed and recorded until the next visit of the circuit rider. Faithful to the end, 
many of our ancestors were buried in their small church cemeteries, such as 
historic Holcomb and Hopewell cemeteries in Perry County, Ohio, and the Cole 
Family cemetery near Portsmouth, Ohio. Nearly all the church buildings 
crumbled long ago, however most of the tombstones still stand and are 
inspirational to visit. 


This research project did not uncover any really famous or fabulously wealthy 
Coopers or Coles. On the other hand, it is noteworthy to report that not one evil 
person was found. In general, our families consisted of honest, generous, stoic, 
self-reliant, stalwart citizens. Collectively, they forged America as much as the 
famous figures. Our ancestors were hard working and devoted to their families, 
and we should be grateful for the many sacrifices they made to provide a better 
life for us all. 


Ohio Background: 


Prehistoric man lived in Ohio prior to the glacial period. They were known as the 
"Mound Builders" for their famous earthworks that remain to this day. They 
vanished long before European traders entered the territory. The traders found 
Indians tribes that had no knowledge of the earlier mound builders or their 
culture. There were six major Indian tribes in Ohio. The Miami tribe was the 
first, coming to the region in the late 1660's. The Shawnee, Delaware and 
Wyandot were also principal occupants along the Muskingum and Scioto rivers. 
Various treaties between 1785 and 1818 gradually took away land claimed by the 
Indian tribes. By the time our Cooper and Cole ancestors arrived in Ohio, the 
Indians were mostly peaceful. However, they were feared during the War of 1812 
when the British offered rewards for scalps of white settlers. 


About 1670, French explorers claimed a vast region, including what is now Ohio. 
France eventually lost this territory to Great Britain in 1763, the outcome of the 
French and Indian War, 1755-1763. America then took it from the British as the 
result of the Revolutionary War, formally acquiring the Northwest Territory in 
1783. The Northwest Ordinance of 1787 established governance and procedures 
for obtaining full statehood. On March 1, 1803, Ohio was carved from the 
Territory and became the 17" state to enter the Union. Scioto County was 
promptly established in May 1803. Perry County wasn't officially formed until 
1817. 


Following geographic surveys of the territory, land in Ohio was offered to settlers 
under the Federal Land Acts of 1800 and 1804. Isaac Cooper was our first 
ancestor to enter Ohio. In 1811, he purchased 160 acres in Muskingum County, 
Ohio, for $2.00 per acre. He moved his family to the new land in 1812. His land 
was in a township annexed to form Perry County in 1818. 


Ohio Pioneers: 


Two hundred years ago Ohio was the frontier. It was a true wilderness of 
untouched forest, hills, and open plains. Some of the trees were white oaks that 
had been standing for a thousand years. The dense wooded habitat supported 
songbirds, owls, pheasants, wild turkeys, hawks, and eagles in numbers 
unimaginable today. Elk and deer were plentiful, as well as beaver, raccoon, 
squirrel, and other small animals. Bears and panthers were frequently seen. 
Wolves were a constant problem. Some buffalo roamed the grasslands. Fresh 
game was plentiful, and the new land also provided many natural foods such as 
wild pea, nuts, fruits, and honey. In spring, blossoms of the wild plum, cherry, 
and crabapple sweetened the breeze. In autumn, there was a bounty of fruit to be 
shared by man, birds, and animals. 


The pioneers were mostly married men and women, age twenty to thirty-five, 
with a number of little children. In general, they were relatively poor people 
seeking the opportunity to own land and make better lives for their families. They 
knew there would be difficult times ahead, but there was no future in staying put. 
Still, moving was a difficult decision. The breaking up of old homes and leaving 
friends was a thing of sadness and great trialto many. In those days, Ohio 
seemed a long way off. Few would get the opportunity to return, especially the 
women. When the emigrant wagon started out, they looked back with tearful 
eyes upon relatives and familiar scenes. They rightfully felt that they were 
bidding them good-bye forever. 


The pioneers traveled in various ways, but mostly in covered wagons drawn by 
several horses or oxen. The journey took about three weeks from western 
Pennsylvania and twice as long from many points of origin. Family meals were 
prepared along the roadside, and the women and children slept in the wagon. The 
trail was not only long but also perilous when crossing the Ohio and Muskingum 
rivers. Although difficult, the journey was a bonding experience for each family, 
and years later it would be recalled with unexpected pleasure. 


Upon their arrival, all the hardships and realities of a pioneer life were upon them. 
Neighbors were few and far between but always willing to assist a new family. 
Trees had to be cut and a log cabin built. Finding drinkable water was a priority. 
Salt, needed to preserve food, was scarce and expensive. If possible, enough food 
and supplies had been brought to last a year. Wild game and fish helped to 
sustain the newcomers. Before a crop could be raised, a heavy growth of timber 
had to be cut, brush burned, rails split, and fences made. Wood was chopped for 
cooking and heating the cabin during the coming winter. Clearing land and 
erecting buildings could not be done over night. Such work was done day after 
day over many years. Gradually, more buildings went up, fields were cultivated, 
and orchards were planted. Schools, churches, stores, and mills were established. 
After decades of effort and determination, the wilderness was transformed into a 
rural but civilized community. 


The endless physical work was clearly one of the hardships. However, it should 
not be over-looked that these early settlers, as well as prior generations, had to 
endure numerous diseases that have since been conquered and are no longer 
feared. Many infants and children never reached adulthood. People of all ages 
died from typhoid, small pox, diphtheria, tuberculosis, cholera, and other killer 
diseases. Childbirth was especially risky. Many tombstone inscriptions tell the 
heart-breaking story of mother and baby dying together or a few days apart. Of 
course, this was devastating, both emotionally and for practical reasons, to the 
father and surviving children. 


The pioneer women have seldom received the praise that is justly due them. 
Pioneer life would have been a miserable failure without the women. Many gave 
up the city life for small, rough, cabins upon the outskirts of civilization. No 


doubt, the women of today cannot comprehend how nursing pioneer mothers 
could take care of the children, cook on an open hearth, wash, knit, weave, spin, 
and sew by hand. They could only do it by hard and constant work. Some even 
assisted their husbands in the fields. Times of war were especially trying for the 
women and children when their men answered the call. As well as being 
concerned about their husbands, the women had the extra burden of operating the 
entire farm, sometimes for years. 


If this Nation is not the paradise anticipated, it surely is not the fault of these 
pioneer men and women. Whatever the future of this country, however interesting 
it might be, the time of virgin wilderness and brave pioneers will never come 
again. That chapter of progress has been closed, but hopefully the deeds and 
sacrifices of our ancestors will be cherished forever. 


Credits: 


Grace W. Cole, my grandmother, provided inspiration for this work. She 
displayed great pride in her Cole heritage. Also, much credit goes to Cousins 
Ralph and Richard Howe, now deceased. Their charts and notes gave me a huge 
head start. 


For the Cooper side of the family, this paper represents original research. 
Apparently, all Cooper family Bibles and personal records were lost at some 
point. Very little information was passed down, even about grandparents. If the 
family story lacks tales of human interest, it's because our history needed to be 
reconstructed from rather cold vital statistics and public records. Never the less, 
this project has been worthwhile. Three additional generations of grandparents 
have been identified and preserved in writing. Even earlier generations have been 
identified, although with less certainty.

First Generation 


1.John COOPER was born on 4 Aug 1742 in Burlington, New Jersey. He died on 4 May 
1797 in Fayette County, Pennsylvania. 


This research project is primarily about Isaac Cooper who entered Ohio in 1812. 
Some information about his parents would greatly enhance the story. However, it has 
not been easy to identify the parents of Isaac. There are several possibilities that merit 
further study, but using the facts that are currently available, it is most likely that his 
parents were John and Martha Cooper. 

There's a biographical sketch of John Cooper in the book Genealogical and 
Personal History of Fayette County, Pennsylvania by John W. Jordan printed in 1912. 
It says the following: 

"John Cooper, the founder of this branch of the Cooper family in Fayette county 
and progenitor of Hon. Allen Foster Cooper of Uniontown, came to Fayette county 
about 1790 from New Jersey. He was a descendant of James Cooper, who came to 
America before 1682, in which year he received a grant of land in New Jersey. In 1683 
he bought land in Philadelphia, situated on Chestnut street, at about Ninth street. 
Several generations of this family were members of the Society of Friends. James 
Cooper was also the American ancestor of James Fenimore Cooper, the novelist. The 
English birthplace of James Cooper was Stratford-on-Avon, the date 1661." 

"John Cooper, his descendant, was born August 4, 1742, died in Fayette county, 
May 4, 1797. He married Martha , born in December 1750. They had the 
following children: Asa, Rebecca, James, Isaac, Hannah, Martha (died in 1861) and 
Joel, mentioned below." (There's another full page about Joel, who stayed in PA, and 
his descendants, but nothing more on the other children of John and Martha). 

Another book, Historical Reference Book of Fayette County, Pennsylvania 
published in 1900 by S. B. Nelson, states that "John Cooper came to Fayette in an 
early-day and reared a family of five sons and four daughters." 

The DAR credits John Cooper as serving as a Private in the Revolutionary War, 
2nd New Jersey Battalion headed by Col. William Maxwell, 8th Company under Capt. 
Archibald Shaw. 


John married Martha UNKNOWN in 1766. Martha was born in Dec 1750 in NJ or PA. 
She died after 1830 in Fayette County, Pennsylvania. 


They had the following children: 
2F i. Hannah COOPER was born around 1773. She passed away on 25 Feb 


1814 in Perry County, Ohio. Hannah was buried in Hopewell Baptist 
Cemetery, Perry County, Ohio. 
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Hannah wed Thomas STRAWN on 13 Oct 1794 in Pennsylvania. Thomas 
was born on 25 Mar 1770 in Haycock Twp, Bucks County, PA. He expired 
on 16 Feb 1854 in Perry County, Ohio and was buried there in Hopewell 
Baptist Cemetery. 


Mary COOPER was born on 12 Apr 1775. She departed life on 12 Feb 
1812 in Fayette County, Pennsylvania. 

Mary married Job STRAWN on 4 Nov 1791 in PA. Job began life on 12 
Oct 1760 in Haycock Twp, Bucks, PA. He died on 5 Sep 1821 in Muncie, 
Delaware County, Indiana. 


Asa COOPER was born circa 1775. His name might have been Amos. 
Rebecca COOPER was born around 1770. 


James COOPER began life on 26 Oct 1780 in New Jersey. He passed 
away on 12 Apr 1871 in Perry County, Ohio. James was interred in Bethel 
M.E. Church Cemetery, Perry, Ohio. 

James married Nancy UNKNOWN . Nancy was born on 10 Dec 1784 in 
Pennsylvania. She died on 28 Feb 1853 in Perry County, Ohio, and was 
buried there in Bethel M.E. Church Cemetery. 


Martha COOPER was born circa 1788. She died in 1861. 

Joel COOPER was born on 11 Apr 1791 in Fayette County, PA, and 
expired there on 17 Dec 1870. 

Joel wed Ann FREEMAN on 8 Jun 1815 in Fayette County, PA. Ann 
began life on 17 Apr 1794 in Fayette County, PA. She died in Fayette in 
December 1852. 


Isaac COOPER was born about 1780. He passed away on 9 May 1836. 
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Second Generation 


9. Isaac COOPER (John) was born around 1780 in New Jersey. He died on 9 May 1836 in 
Clayton Twp, Perry, Ohio. He was laid to rest in Hopewell Baptist Cemetery, Perry, Ohio. 


Isaac Cooper was born about 1780 in New Jersey. His middle initial was probably 
"W." He was our first Cooper ancestor to enter the wilderness of Ohio after it became 
a state in 1803. Isaac was a pioneer farmer and raised a family of seven children. He is 
buried in Hopewell Baptist Cemetery, Perry County, Ohio, and his grave marker reads 
"In Memory of Isaac Cooper who died May 9, 1836 in the 56 year of his age." 

The following excerpt is from the book, A Centennial Biographical History of 
Hancock County, Ohio, page 443, published in 1903 (The subject of the biographical 
sketch on page 443 is Isaac W. Cooper, a native of Hancock county, Ohio, named after 
his grandfather): 

"Mr. Cooper is of English descent. His grandfather (also Isaac W. Cooper) was 
born in England, but came to this country and settled in Westmoreland County, 
Pennsylvania, where his son, Amos Cooper, was born in 1808. Later, in the year 1812, 
the grandfather, Isaac W. Cooper, moved with his family out into the great new state of 
Ohio, which a few years before had been a part of the Western Reserve country, and 
located in Perry county. When the war of 1812 broke out he sided with the country of 
his adoption and was a soldier in that war fighting against the English and for the 
United States. Amos Cooper, father of our subject, Isaac W. Cooper, came with his 
parents in 1812 from Westmoreland county, Pennsylvania, to Perry county, Ohio. 
Later, in the year 1832, Amos Cooper moved to Hancock county, Ohio." 

Although the above story is printed in an impressive, authoritative book, it has 
been very difficult to confirm. Isaac's biography was contributed by a grandson who 
never met his grandfather. There appears to be some confusion with prior Cooper 
generations. Although several facts are clearly wrong, the story is probably true for the 
most part. 

What public records exist for Isaac Cooper? He first appears in the 1810 census 
for Fayette County, Pennsylvania. Note that Fayette was a part of Westmoreland 
County, PA until 1783. Later, in 1820 and 1830, Isaac's family is shown in the U.S. 
Census for Perry County, Ohio. Prior to 1850, U.S. Census records were merely 
statistical in nature, only listing the head of household by name. Exact ages of persons 
were not provided. 

Isaac's first son, Amos, was born in 1808 in Pennsylvania. In April 1811, Isaac 
Cooper purchased several sections of land from the U.S. Government in what would 
eventually become Clayton Township, Perry County, Ohio. The land documents list 
him as a resident of Fayette County, PA, in 1811. Isaac and his family moved into 
Ohio in 1812 where his second son, Ruel, was born. Much later, in 1834, Isaac Cooper 
would purchase more land from the U.S. Government in Hancock county, Ohio. 

According to the National Archives, there was a Private Isaac Cooper in the War of 
1812, First Regiment (Col. John DeLong's), Ohio Militia, but no other details are 
available. 
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Isaac Cooper died May 9, 1836, still a resident of Perry County, Ohio. On June 18, 
1836, his son, Ruel, was appointed administrator of the estate of Isaac Cooper, 
deceased. By then Isaac's oldest son, Amos, was a resident of Hancock County, so 
Ruel was appointed administrator. Ruel was both an heir and the administrator of 
Isaac's estate. Other heirs were Isaac's widow, Phebe, and his other children: Joel 
Cooper, Amos Cooper, John Cooper, Israel Cooper, Isaac Cooper, Rueben Cooper and 
Martha Cooper. With property in several counties, the estate was not fully settled until 
1843 but can be traced by numerous court records. 

On September 6, 1839, in Perry County, Joel Cooper was appointed guardian of 
Isaac's minor children: Martha, age 11, Isaac, 19, Israel, 14, and Rueben, 16. Joel was 
relieved of guardianship in March 1847. By the way, early census data indicate there 
might have been other children who died young, a daughter born between 1800-1810 
and a son born 1810-1820. Neither was mentioned in the estate records of Isaac in 
1836. 

Although sources above suggest England or Pennsylvania, Isaac Cooper originally 
came from New Jersey, according to family stories told years later. His wife, Phebe, 
declared herself for the U.S. Census as born in New Jersey. There could be truth in all 
stories, depending on the time line and migration path to Ohio. Also, it appears Isaac 
had at least one brother, James Cooper, who joined the migration to Perry County, 
Ohio. The 1810 census for Fayette County, PA, lists three families of Isaac, James, 
and John Cooper, all about the same ages, on the same page of the census. Other 
records mirror their activities and move to Ohio. Later publications refer to several 
sons of Isaac and James as being cousins. James Cooper (1780-1871) stated that he 
was born in New Jersey and his wife in Pennsylvania. 

Although much is still unknown, it can be said with confidence that Isaac Cooper 
was a greatly respected man of ambition, determination, and courage. At least six 
descendents were named in his honor, and two grandsons, both named Isaac W. 
Cooper, fought in the Civil War. 


Isaac married Phebe SAYRE daughter of Reuel SAYRE and Rachel LUDLUM. Phebe 
began life on 20 Aug 1785 in New Jersey. She died after 1869 in probably Missouri or 
Kansas. 


It's frustrating that so little documentation exists about Phebe's life. However, 
there is substantial evidence that Phebe was a daughter of Reuel Sayre. 

Following the death of Isaac Cooper in 1836, his widow, "Pheby" Cooper, was 
listed as head-of-household in the 1840 U.S. Census for Clayton Township, Perry 
County, Ohio. Through the mid-1840's Phebe was involved in numerous land 
transactions in both Perry and Hancock counties as the estate of Isaac Cooper was sold 
or divided among heirs. 

By the 1850 census, Phebe was living with her daughter, Martha, and son-in-law, 
Nelson Miller, in nearby Fairfield County, Ohio. Based on subsequent census data, 
she appears to have lived the rest of her life with the Nelson Miller family. By 1860 
the family had headed West, residing in Keokuk County, Iowa. In 1870 they were in 
Van Buren Township, Newton County, Missouri. 

This 1870 census was the last record of Phebe Cooper. She gave her age as 87 
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and place of birth as New Jersey. By 1875 the Millers were living in Cherokee County, 
Kansas, however Phebe was not with them. Being so elderly and after living with the 
Millers for over twenty years, it seems unlikely that she would return to Ohio. As yet, 
neither a death record nor a burial site have been located in Missouri, Kansas, or Ohio. 

Like a true pioneer, Phebe lived her entire life pushing the American frontier 
from New Jersey to Missouri, leaving any comforts behind, traveling by foot or wagon, 
facing untold hardships, and rebuilding five times in newly formed states. She had to 
have been a remarkable, resourceful woman of undeniable spirit and fortitude. 


Additional notes on our Sayre heritage: 

Our first Sayre ancestor to come to America was Thomas Sayre. He was born 
1597 in Leighton Buzzard, Bedfordshire, England. By 1638 he was in Lynn, 
Massachusetts. In 1640 Thomas Sayre was one of the eight men who landed in the 
wilds of Long Island and founded the town of Southampton. He built a house and 
became a prominent figure in the development of Southampton. His house stood until 
about 1920. 

The father of our Phebe (Sayre) Cooper was Reuel Sayre. He represented the 
fourth generation of Sayres born in America. 

Reuel Sayre was born July 1754, in Salem County, New Jersey, a son of Thomas 
and Rachel (Dennis) Sayre. Reuel was a volunteer in the New Jersey Militia in the 
Revolutionary War. Three brothers also served. Reuel Sayre escaped the British 
massacre at Hancock's Bridge, NJ, in the early morning of March 21, 1778, however 
one brother was killed and the other captured. 

Following the war, Reuel married Rachel Ludlum in January 1779. She died in 
1793, and Reuel then married Hope Sheppard in April 1794. He fathered twelve 
children by these marriages, however only five or six children reached adulthood. 

Reuel and his family moved from New Jersey to Pennsylvania around 1795. They 
were living in Fayette County, PA for the 1810 census. Isaac Cooper resided in the 
same county. The Sayre family entered Ohio in about 1815. For the 1820 census they 
were living in Clayton Township, Perry County, Ohio. Reuel Sayre was listed right 
next to (or in the same household) with Isaac and Phebe (Sayre) Cooper. Three of 
Reuel's other children (Rachel, Reuel, Jr., and Hope) married and settled in Perry 
County. Another son, Reuben, settled in Athens County, Ohio. 

Reuel Sayre was a farmer and an innkeeper. At one time there was a Sayre village, 
postoffice, and general store in Perry County. Reuel died in 1841, age 86, and was 
buried in Hopewell Baptist Cemetery.

10. Amos COOPER (Isaac, John) was born on 26 Mar 1808 in Fayette County, PA. He 
expired on 18 Aug 1879 in Findlay, Hancock County, Ohio. Amos was buried in Indian 
Green Cemetery. 


Amos Cooper was born 26 Mar 1808 in Pennsylvania, the oldest son of Isaac and 
Phebe Cooper. Most of his childhood was spent in Perry County, Ohio. In 1833, still 
a young man, he moved to Hancock County, Ohio, and purchased a land grant from 
the U.S. government. In November of 1834 he married Elizabeth Poe. Their marriage 
was the first in Portage Township and the first in the newly built Sand Ridge 
Presbyterian Church. Amos and Elizabeth raised six children. Two of his sons, Jacob 
and Isaac, fought for the Union side in the Civil War. Amos was a farmer most of his 
life. He was a cousin of Judge John Cooper, another early settler in Hancock from 
Perry County. Elizabeth passed away in 1872, and Amos died 18 Aug 1879. 


Obituary printed in the Findlay (Ohio) Jeffersonian, Aug 29, 1879, page 2: 

Amos Cooper was born March 25th, 1808, and died August 18, 1879, aged 71 
years 4 months and 23 days. He was born in the state of Pennsylvania. At the age of 4 
years he removed with his parents to Perry County, Ohio. In 1832 he moved to 
Hancock County, and in 1834 married Elizabeth Poe and settled in Portage Township. 
There he lived and prospered until the death of his wife in March 1872, since which 
time he had lived and enjoyed life with his children. He left six children, all alive, of 
full age, and prosperous. Mr. Cooper became a member of the regular Baptist Church, 
called the Findlay church, by baptism in 1840, and so continued to the last. He was a 
kind father, a good neighbor, a devoted Christian, a kind husband, and truly loved by 
all who knew him. Rev. A. Ellis (Another obituary, essentially the same, appeared 
in the Hancock Courier, August 28, 1879, page 3). 


Amos wed Elizabeth A. POE daughter of Jacob POE and Nancy MCKINNIS on 20 Nov 
1834 in Portage Twp, Hancock, Ohio. Elizabeth began life on 26 Dec 1816 in Ross 
County, Ohio. She passed away on 8 Mar 1872 in Hancock County and was laid to rest in 
Indian Green Cemetery.

Mrs. Cusac was born October 8, 1836, the daughter of Amos and 
Elizabeth Cooper. She was married to William Cusac December 10, 
1858. Her husband died nine years ago. From this union four children 
were born, three of whom are living. They are Amos M. Cusac, 
Deweyville, Ohio; Daniel J. Cusac, 16 West Main Cross street; and 
Mrs. Elizabeth Shannon, living at home. Joseph M. Cusac, a son, died 
in 1901. 

Mrs. Maranda J. Wolfe, Toledo, is a sister. Mrs. Cusac was a 
lifelong member of the Blanchard Presbyterian church. 


Phebe married William CUSAC son of Daniel CUSAC and Sarah 
SELLERS on 10 Dec 1858 in Hancock County, Ohio. William was born on 
28 Jul 1834 in Hancock County. He died there on 3 Dec 1916 and was laid 
to rest in Maple Grove Cemetery.

Heart trouble was the cause of death following a lengthy illness. 
Mrs. Wolf resided in Findlay a number of years until 25 years ago when 
she went to Toledo. 

She is survived by her daughter and a number of relatives in 
Findlay and the vicinity. Funeral services will be held Monday at 
Toledo, but arrangements have not been completed, yet. 


Maranda married David WOLF son of Isaac WOLF on 12 Jan 1868 in 
Hancock County, Ohio. David began life on 25 Dec 1841 in Hancock, 
Ohio.

Ruel was laid to rest in Fletcher Chapel, Holcomb Cemetery, Perry 
County, Ohio. 


Ruel S. Cooper was probably named for his mother's father, Reuel Sayre. Ruel is a 
spelling variation of Reuel, a Biblical name- "Reu" " el" meaning Friend of God. It is 
another name for Jethro, the father in law of Moses. Another source says that Reuel 
has the Biblical meaning of shepherd. 

This researcher believes Ruel Cooper was a son of Isaac Cooper who died May 9, 
1836 in Perry County, Ohio. On June 18, 1836, Ruel was appointed administrator of 
the estate of Isaac Cooper, deceased. 

Ruel was both a heir and the administrator of Isaac's estate. Other heirs were 
Isaac's widow, Phebe, and his other children: Joel Cooper, Amos Cooper, John Cooper, 
Israel Cooper, Isaac Cooper, Rueben Cooper and Martha Cooper. Isaac is probably 
the same person listed as an Entryman in Perry County, acquiring government land 
April 3, 1811. At the time, this person was a resident of Fayette County, Pennsylvania. 
The 1810 Census shows Isaac, a family of four, in Fayette County, PA. They might 
have originally been from New Jersey according to family stories told years later. 
Census records taken in 1820 and 1830 track Isaac's growing family in Perry County, 
Ohio, but the 1840 Census lists his widow, Pheby, as head of household. Note that 
there were three other Isaac Coopers living in Perry County during the 1800's, at least 
two being descendants of the Isaac who died in 1836. 

Ruel was born in 1812 in Ohio, probably in a township of Muskingum County that 
later became part of Perry County in 1818. During his lifetime, Ruel was a successful 
farmer in Perry County, owning several properties, however he died with little 
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remaining. Two of his sons, John and Charles, died young in their twenties. Two 
other sons, Isaac and Alfred, fought and survived the Civil War. 

In 1859 Ruel Cooper purchased land in Bearfield Township (Perry County, Ohio), 
moved his family from Clayton Township, and lived on the new property until his 
death in 1880. Old maps indicate that the Underground Railroad for fugitive slaves 
passed through or very near his Bearfield property. 


Ruel married Rachel BERKEY daughter of John BERKEY and Susannah WHIPS on 3 
May 1836 in Perry County, Ohio. Rachel was born on 11 Apr 1819 in Somerset, Perry 
County, Ohio. She passed away on 16 May 1890. Burial was in Holcomb Cemetery. 


Obituary from the New Lexington Tribune, June 5, 1890, page 3: 

Cooper - At her residence in Bearfield township, May 16, 1890, Rachel Cooper, 
aged 71 years, 1 month, and 5 days. The funeral of Mrs. Cooper was very largely 
attended. The services were conducted by her Pastor, F. A. Zimmerman. The remains 
of Mrs. Cooper were interred at the cemetery of Holcomb church of Deavertown 
circuit. 

The following sketch was written by Mrs. Cooper: 

I was born April 11, 1819, in Perry county, Ohio. My parents, John and Susannah 
Berkey, emigrated from Bedford county, Pennsylvania, in the year 1818. Under the 
labors of Rev. Joseph Carper, I joined the Methodist Episcopal church and was 
baptized by him August 1833. On May 3, 1836, I was married to Reuel S. Cooper. 
Nine children blessed our union, seven sons and two daughters. Two sons and their 
father have passed over the river, and I hope to join them on that shining shore. Oh 
Lord! keep me faithful; my days are passing away. Oh, may I be ready to enter into the 
joy of my Lord. I have hope that reaches far above this world. April 11, 1886, this 
day Iam 67. The Lord has wonderfully sustained me. I praise His holy name for His 
mercy. I am trusting in the merits of my Redeemer. Rachel Cooper 


Additional Notes: 

Rachel Berkey was born April 11, 1819, in Somerset, Perry County, Ohio. She was 
one of ten children. In 1835, Rachel was listed as a member of New Zion Church on 
the Somerset Circuit. Her brother, Martin Berkey, was a class leader of the church. 

Rachel married Ruel Cooper on May 3, 1836. They were farmers and raised a 
family of nine children. Rachel passed away at age 71 on May 16, 1890, nearly ten 
years after Ruel. 

Note that there are numerous spelling variations of the name: Burki, Barkey, 
Burkey, Birky, etc. Burgi is a common name in Switzerland. The Berkey ancestors 
originally came from Switzerland and Southern Germany. Many were Swiss 
Mennonites and Amish who came to America in the 18th and 19th centuries to escape 
religious persecution. Most settled in western Pennsylvania. 

Rachel’s father was John Berkey. He was born May 9, 1775. On March 24, 1801, 
he married Susannah Whips (Whip or Whipp). About 1818 they moved from Bedford 
County, Pennsylvania to Perry County, Ohio. John was a blacksmith and farmer. It is 
said that he mostly spoke German. He died in 1823 and is buried in a Lutheran 
cemetery somewhere between Somerset, Perry County, and Fultonham, Muskingum 
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County, Ohio. 
Other than her parents, the ancestry of Rachel Berkey is still uncertain. There are 


several theories concerning her Berkey and Whips pedigrees. DAR application 
156227 claims that both of Rachel's grandfathers served in the Revolutionary War: 
John Berkey, Jr. (1745-1815) and Benjamin Whipps (1750-1837).

To him and his wife were born ten children, four sons and six 
daughters of whom two sons and two daughters are yet living, who with twenty grand 
children and twenty great-grand children, other relatives, neighbors and friends, sorrow 
because of his death, but rejoice in the hope of his blessed immortality. His sturdy 
Christian manhood is a rich legacy which makes our memory of him precious and full 
of comfort. --- Thornville News

Mr. Isaac Cooper died at the home of his daughter, Mrs. A. J. Yost, in Clayton 
township, on last Saturday night. Mr. Cooper had sustained two strokes of paralysis in 
the past few years, and for several months had been confined to his bed, physical and 
mental energies both failing. 

The deceased was nearly 88 years of age, and had spent his entire life in the near 
vicinity of his death. Here he had made a very large circle of friends, and was held in 
the highest esteem by all who knew him. 

His wife preceded him to the spirit world about 36 years ago. He is survived by 
three children --- L. D. Cooper of Iowa, Mrs. R. W. Levitt and Mrs. A. J. Yost --- a 
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number of grandchildren and great-grandchildren, besides other more distant relatives. 
His last living brother, John Cooper, of Thorn township, preceded him about ten days. 

Mr. cooper had been a member of M. E. church for many years, and died in the 
faith in which he lived. His funeral services were held on Tuesday morning at Wesley 
Chapel, conducted by Rev. P. L. Mark, and the large attendance despite the weather 
and roads was an evidence of his standing in the community. While his death has made 
a vacancy that cannot be filled, yet he has left an enviable resolve to comfort those who 
mourn.

Isaac W. Cooper, a retired farmer, and one of the solid and prosperous men of the 
community, is not only a native of Ohio, but also of Hancock county, where he was 
born in Portage township in the year 1842, and he is a typical American farmer of the 
broad-minded, liberal and successful class. Mr. Cooper is of English descent. His 
grandfather (also Isaac W. Cooper) was born in England, but came to this country and 
settled in Westmoreland county, Pennsylvania, where his son, Amos Cooper, was born 
in 1808. Later, in the year 1812, the grandfather, Isaac W. Cooper, moved with his 
family out into the great new state of Ohio, which a few years before had been a part of 
the Western Reserve country, and located in Perry county. When the war of 1812 
broke out he sided with the country of his adoption, and was a soldier in that war, 
fighting against the English and for the United States. Amos Cooper, father of Isaac 
W. Cooper. came with his parents in 1812 from Westmoreland county, Pennsylvania, 
to Perry county, Ohio. Later, in the year 1832, he moved to Hancock county, Ohio, 
where he afterwards resided and where he died in 1879. He was a farmer all his life, 
and was a honored and esteemed citizen. Isaac W. Cooper was reared on the farm in 
Hancock county, where he resided until 1900 when he moved to Findlay to take life a 
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little easier and enjoy some of the comforts of life for which he had worked and 
planned for so many years. 

In the year 1864, when more volunteers were called for, he entered the Union army 
and served four months in Company G, One Hundred and Thirty-third Regiment, Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry, as a private. He was in the fighting between Richmond and 
Petersburg during the Virginia campaign, and under fire for almost a month. After 
being mustered out at Columbus he returned home to Portage township, Hancock 
county, Ohio. Mr. Cooper belongs to Stoker Post No. 54, Grand Army of the Republic. 

Mr. Cooper has been township assessor, having held that office for two terms in 
Allen township, and two terms in Portage township, and was trustee of Allen township 
for one term. Mr. Cooper is a Democrat. He is a member of the Presbyterian church 
and belongs to the Knights of Pythias. 

Mr. Cooper was married January 29, 1865, in Allen township, Hancock county, 
Ohio, to Amanda, daughter of Ephraim Trout, and they have two daughters living as 
follows: Sarah E. and Phoebe C., wife of the Reverend Earl Kempher.

William Grant Cooper was not content to be a farmer; he felt that 
he was fitted for a professional life, and his great desire was to be a 
doctor, one of the noblest callings, and where he could do good for his 
fellow men and ease the sufferings of humanity. After graduating from 
Findlay College he was made superintendent of the schools of Van 
Buren, Hancock county, and held that position for one year. Then he 
entered the Baltimore Medical College, at Baltimore, Maryland, and 
graduated with honor in 1894. He located first in Bowling Green, Ohio, 
but about three months later was appointed by the late President 
McKinley, then governor of Ohio, who recognized his sterling worth 
and character, on the medical staff of the State Hospital at Toledo, Ohio, 
which position he held until March, 1900, when he resigned, intending 
to go to Findlay, Ohio, where his parents were to locate.

A search of the residence found no 
sign of Mr. Cooper. Later in the evening a second search was made, and Dr. Clarence 
Cooper found the cold form of his father. 

Mr. Cooper was a retired farmer, having resided at his West Lincoln street 
residence for the last 20 years. He was born January 6, 1853, in Portage township, and 
was the son of Mr. and Mrs. Amos Cooper, early settlers. On October 22, 1874, he 
was married to Mary Josephine Knoke. Two children were born to the union, Dr. 
Edwin H. Cooper, located in Seattle, Wash., and Dr. Clarence M. Cooper of Bellevue 
who found the body.

A double funeral service will be held at 2 o'clock Wednesday afternoon with Rev. 
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W. Frank Reber, pastor of the First Presbyterian church, officiating. It will be the first 
double funeral to be held in Findlay for many years. The services will be private. 
Those desiring to view the remains may do so from 4 o'clock Tuesday afternoon until 
Wednesday noon. 

Dr. Edwin H. Cooper, of Seattle, Wash., a veteran of the World War and formerly 
of Findlay, is expected to reach this city Tuesday morning. He does not know of his 
mother's death although he knew her condition was critical. He is on his way to 
Findlay in response to a telegram telling of his father's death. 

Mrs. Cooper was the daughter of Andrew and Elizabeth (Barnd) Knoke, having 
been born and reared in Allen township. On October 22, 1874, she married Robert A. 
Cooper. They had resided in Findlay the last 20 years. 

Two children were born to them, Dr. Edwin H. Cooper of Seattle, and Dr. 
Clarence M. Cooper of Bellevue, Ohio. One granddaughter, Mary Irene, daughter of 
Dr. and Mrs. C. M. Cooper, survives also. 

Dr. C. M. Cooper arrived in Findlay last Thursday night to be at the bedside of his 
mother when it was learned that his father had not been seen about the home for several 
hours. In the search which followed, Dr. Cooper found the lifeless form of his father 
by light ofa lantern, hanging from a rafter in the wood shed.

Dr. Edwin Harold Cooper, a former Findlay physician and native 
of Portage Township, died in Garfield Memorial Hospital, Washington, 
D.C., Wednesday morning of a complication of diseases. He was 76 
years old. An eye, ear, and throat specialist in Washington, Dr. Cooper 
had been in failing health the last three months. 

He attended school in Portage township, later going to Tri-State 
College for pre-medicine and was graduated from Hahnemann Medical 
College, Chicago, in 1905, receiving degrees in medicine, surgery, and 
pharmacy. 

He was a former teacher in Hancock County schools and began the 
practice of medicine here in 1907, continuing until he went into the 
armed forces. Dr. Cooper claimed the distinction of being the first 
doctor drafted in World War I. He enter active duty August 12, 1917, 
serving as a captain in the medical corps. 

Following his discharge in 1920, he entered the Veterans 
Administration, serving on the pension examining boards in Cincinnati, 
New Orleans, Boise, Idaho, and Seattle, Washington, later going to 
Washington D.C. where he served on the Board of Appeals of the 
pension board. He retired from this board July 30, 1948. 
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A son of Robert and Mary Josephine (Knoke) Cooper, he was born 
January 12, 1878, in Portage township. On September 11, 1914, he 
married Ethel Doolittle who survives. There are no children. Dr. C. M. 
Cooper of Bellevue is a brother. 

He was a member of the Presbyterian Church. Short services will 
be held in the S. H. Hines Funeral Home, Washington, this evening.

History of Perry County, Ohio, Published 1883 - Biographical Sketches: 

COOPER, Isaac W., Bearfield township, Portersville postoffice employee, farmer, 
born in Clayton township, March 6, 1839, son of Ruel and Rachel (Berkey) Cooper. 
His father was a native of this county, and his ancestors came from New Jersey. 

Mr. I. W. Cooper is a veteran of the Civil War. He enlisted October 13, 1861, in 
the 62nd Ohio Volunteer Infantry, Company A, and served all through the war. He 
was appointed to the rank of Corporal, and was honorably discharged July 10, 1865. 
He received a gun-shot wound in his right leg on October 13, 1864, in action at Deep 
Bottom, near Richmond, Virginia. He then endured many months of treatment at 
Hampton Hospital, Fort Monroe, Virginia. 

Since the close of the war he has lived in this township and moved on the farm 
where he now resides in 1869. On September 19, 1867, he married Hester A. 
Holcomb, of this township, and of New England ancestry. They are the parents of 
three children: Minnie L., born September 18, 1868, deceased; Howard B., born 
October 10, 1870, and Mary E., born May 16, 1881. 


Additional Notes: 

Isaac W. Cooper died November 11, 1912, age 73. He was a widow living in the 
town of New Lexington. He had moved there from his family farm in Bearfield 
Township following the death of his wife, Hester Ann, in 1905. Isaac died at the home 
of his daughter, Mrs. John Longstreth, near Deavertown, Morgan County. However, 
his death certificate is filed in Perry County. Isaac is buried in Maplewood Cemetery, 
New Lexington, along with his wife, Hester Ann Holcomb Cooper, son, Howard 
Berkey Cooper, daughter, Mary Elizabeth Cooper Longstreth, and grand-daughter, 
Dorothy Longstreth Younkin. 

Isaac W. Cooper was awarded a disability pension (Certificate No. 49978) of $25 
per month for being wounded in the Civil War. He lost partial use of his right foot. He 
was also a member of the Grand Army of the Republic, Fowler Post 366, veterans 
organization. Military records listed Isaac as six feet tall with dark complexion, hair, 
and eyes. 

Describing the battle where Isaac Cooper nearly lost his life, a Perry County 
historian wrote the following: The 62nd Ohio Volunteer Infantry regiment was 
ordered to Washington City, and next to the front, near Petersburg, Virginia. During 
the summer of 1864 the regiment was almost constantly under fire, participated in 
frequent engagements and general battles, and nearly always suffered severely. Deep 
Bottom was a conflict that does not stand out very conspicuously in the Nation's annals, 
but it was a place of serious import to the Sixty-second Ohio and to friends at home. 
Many of the brave sons of Perry were there laid low. The action was at first a 
successful advance, then it was not supported as intended, and the Union soldiers were 
compelled to fall back under a murderous fire. How much of it was bad generalship, 
and how much the unavoidable fortune of war, will probably never be known. A 
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soldier just from the burial of his dead comrades at Deep Bottom, surrounded by the 
wives, mothers, and children of those so lately killed in battle, was one of the most 
distressing scenes in Perry county during the war. After the sorrowing friends had 
withdrawn some one ventured to inquire of the soldier if he thought “they could take 
Richmond.” “Take it; I guess we will. Its a hard road to travel; but we'll go there.” 
This remark illustrated the spirit of the soldiery and the times. 


Isaac married Hester Ann HOLCOMB daughter of Asher HOLCOMB and Margaret 
REED on 19 Sep 1867 in Perry County, Ohio. Hester was born on 27 Aug 1840 in 
Bearfield Twp, Perry County. She passed away there on 21 Feb 1905 and was buried in 
Maplewood Cemetery, New Lexington, Ohio. 


Being grandsons of Hester Ann Holcomb, our Donald and Harry Cooper are mentioned 
in The Holcombes, Nation Builders by Mrs. Levin D. McPherson, a 1352 page book 
published in 1947. 


Obituary printed in the New Lexington Tribune, Thursday, February 23, 1905, page 8: 

Mrs. I. W. Cooper, an aged and respected resident of Bearfield township, died 
Tuesday at about 8:00 p.m. Funeral and interment Thursday at 9:30 a.m. at the 
Holcomb church. Mrs. Cooper is well known over the county and the news of her 
death will be received with sincere sorrow by her hosts of friends. She was a noble 
Christian woman and has gone to claim the reward of the just. 


Biographical notes contributed by Warne C. Holcombe: 

Hester Ann Holcomb is a descendant of John Holcombe (1682-1743) who came to 
America from Devonshire, England, in or about 1700. They settled in Pennsylvania as 
devout Quakers under the aegis of William Penn. His lands were mostly on the what 
became Lambertville, Hunterdon County, New Jersey. John Holcombe's son, Samuel 
(1711-1769) drifted away from the Quaker faith. The fifth son of Samuel, Elijah 
Holcombe (1750-1822), served in the Revolutionary War and was the first of the 
family to enter Ohio in 1814. He and his wife, Nancy Brittain, settled near 
Deavertown, Ohio, and raised eight children. Joseph Holcombe (1775-1855), the 
second child of Elijah, married a cousin, Lucy Holcombe (1777-1850). 

The second child of Joseph and Lucy was named Asher (or Ashur). He was born in 
New Jersey on October 17, 1798. On April 17, 1821, he married Margaret Reed who 
was born in Maryland on September 22, 1800 (or 1801). Her parents were Leah and 
George Reed. Joseph Holcombe and George Reed were among the first members of 
Fletcher Chapel, commonly known as Holcombe Church, established about 1815 in 
Bearfield Township. George Reed became a well known Justice of the Peace in the 
township. Asher Holcombe became the first class leader of the church. This likely 
explains how Asher and Margaret met. They became parents of eleven children, 
although three died very young. Four sons served the Union cause in the Civil War. 

Asher died October 20, 1876, and Margaret passed away on September 5, 1879 
(or 1880). Both are buried in Holcombe Church Cemetery, Bearfield Township, Perry 
County, Ohio. Many other Holcombe and Cooper ancestors are buried there. 
Holcombe Methodist Church, was established about 1815 on Holcombe property and 
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so named. The church building no longer exists, however the beautiful old cemetery is 
maintained. 

Hester Ann Holcomb, a daughter of Asher and Margaret, represents the sixth 
generation of her Holcombe family in America. Hester Ann was born August 27, 
1840, near Deavertown, Ohio. She married Isaac W. Cooper on September 19. 1867, 
and they had three children although a daughter died at age two. Hester Ann passed 
away February 21, 1905, and is buried with her husband, Isaac, in Maplewood 
Cemetery, New Lexington, Ohio.

The last record of Frank Cooper being in Ohio was the birth of son, Edgar, in 1884. 
The 1890 Census was destroyed by fire leaving a twenty-year time gap. Other records 
indicate that the family left Ohio in 1889 and headed West. City directories for 
Tacoma, Washington, show Frank working at various jobs such as teamster and 
laborer. About 1895 Frank is no longer shown in Tacoma but appears in Portland, 
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Oregon, city directories. Possibly his wife, Jennie, was already in Portland. There's a 
Mrs. Jennie Cooper listed in the 1890-1891 Portland, Oregon, city directory. She is a 
seamstress. 

The 1900 Census shows Frank Cooper working as a cook in a quartz mining camp 
in Lane County (ED 119, Bohemia Precinct), Oregon. His wife, Jennie, and three 
children are living in Portland. Frank and Jennie are shown as still being married. 

After 1900 the two sons, William and Edgar, moved to Seattle, Washington. Jennie 
appears to stay in Portland with daughter, Anna, at least until 1905. By the 1910 
Census, Jennie and Frank are lost again, however the two sons, William and Edgar, are 
living in Seattle. 

This researcher has been unable to find any convincing record of Frank after 1900. 
He might have appeared in some Portland directories until 1907. Family records 
indicate he likely died prior to 1912 when his brother, Isaac W. Cooper died. Isaac's 
obituary mentions his other surviving brothers but not Frank.

Additional notes on our Allen heritage: 

Virginia Allen's ancestors settled in New England prior to 1700. Her father, 
Francis Kempton Allen, was born October 21, 1869, in New Bedford, MA. He married 
Alice Howland on September 25, 1894. About 1899 they moved to Springfield, Ohio, 
and raised a family of eight children, although three died before reaching adulthood. 
Francis was a salesman during his productive years. Unfortunately, in his final years 
he became ill and bed-ridden. Francis passed away on November 4, 1950. 

One interesting note about this specific Allen lineage, there is a complex but 
documented path of grandparents that extends back to European royalty, all the way 
back to Charlemagne, Emperor of the Holy Roman Empire, 800-814 AD. Included in 
the path are eleven kings of Scotland, five kings of England, and kings of several other 
countries. 

Virginia Allen's mother, Alice Howland, was born Lucy Wilde Clapp on April 8, 
1869, in Enfield, Penobscott, Maine. Her Clapp ancestors came from England on a 
small sailing ship in 1633. They first settled around Boston. Alice Howland's 
biological parents were Billings Clapp (1790-1873) and Lorintha Marcella Curtis 
(1840-1875). Billings Clapp was a Methodist minister and farmer in the Eddington, 
Enfield area of Maine. He first married Susan Shed on 6 Jan 1817. She died on 18 Jan 
1817. He next married Emily Whitney on 19 Mar 1818. They had thirteen children,

She was born about 1833 
in Dover, Strafford, NH. During the Civil War, Charles Howland was a decorated 
Captain leading his troops in many campaigns. Charles died 24 Feb 1896 and Margaret 
died 15 Nov 1908, both in Boston, MA. 

Alice Howland Allen was an excellent artist and was active in church, charitable, 
and civic activities. From the Springfield (Ohio) Sun newspaper, April 1, 1923: "Mrs. 
Francis K. Allen is one of Springfield's nationally and internationally known women. 
She conceived the idea and designed the flag known as the Golden Rule Standard for 
Peace and Unity. The flag has been approved by the nations of the world as an 
international symbol. The patented design granted Mrs. Allen provides money to be 
used to aid all children to learn and live the Golden Rule". 

Alice Howland Allen died while vacationing in St. Petersburg, Florida, on 18 Jan 
1954.

Descendants of Amos COLE 


First Generation 


1.Amos COLE was born on 28 Nov 1759 in Voluntown, New London County, 
Connecticut. He died on 14 Feb 1852 in Sherburne, Chenango County, New York. 
Amos was buried in West Hill Church Cemetery, Chenango, NY. 


Amos Cole represented the fourth generation of his family to be born in America 
following Henry Cole who immigrated from England between 1627 and 1646. 

Amos Cole was the second among nine children born to Thomas and Miriam Kinne 
Cole. Thomas Cole was born 25 Aug 1735 in Voluntown, New London, CT. Miriam 
Kinne was born 5 Aug 1738 in Oxford, Chenango County, NY. They were married 7 
Dec 1757. Miriam died on 15 Dec 1826 and Thomas on 25 Oct 1827. 

Amos was one of the earliest settlers in Chenango County, New York State, having 
migrated from Connecticut to make a home in the wilderness. He traveled an Indian 
trail for about forty years to take his grist to be ground at a mill in the Mohawk Valley. 

Amos fought in the Revolutionary War as did his father, Capt. Thomas Cole. 
Amos served as a private and sergeant in Capt. Asa Kinne's company, South Carolina 
Continental troops. He was placed on the pension roll of Chenango County, NY, for 
service in the Continental Line. 

Amos Cole was married four times and had thirteen children. He lived on the same 
farm all his adult life and died at the age of ninety-three. 


Amos married Dinah CROFOOT on 2 Sep 1783 in Sherburne, Chenango, NY. Dinah 
was born in 1763 in Sherburne, NY. She passed away on 14 Apr 1806. 


Possibly the "Indian Princess" rumored to be in the family? 


Amos and Dinah had 9 children including the following ancestor of this researcher: 


2M i. Silas Wattles COLE was born on 2 Aug 1797. He died on 6 Jan 1875.

2.Silas Wattles COLE (Amos) was born on 2 Aug 1797 in Sherburne, Chenango County, 
NY. He passed away on 6 Jan 1875 in Portsmouth, Scioto County, Ohio. Silas was buried 
in Greenlawn Cemetery, Portsmouth. 


The importance of Silas W. Cole is evident by the selection of his portrait for the 
frontispiece of the authoritative book History of the Lower Scioto Valley, Ohio, 1884. 


Silas W. Cole was born in Chenango County, New York State, in 1797, the son of 
Amos and Diana Cole. He was one of a family of thirteen children. Silas attended 
winter school some eight miles distant, often hiking through knee deep snow. He 
acquired a standard education that served him well for all business purposes. 

In the spring of 1819 he started down the Susquehanna River from Binghampton 
with another man. Silas took a job at a school among German settlers to teach them 
English. In August 1819 he walked to Pittsburgh, Penn., and obtained employment at 
fifty cents per day. Shortly afterward he and a companion started traveling down the 
Ohio River arriving at Portsmouth, Ohio, at the Market Street landing. Subsequently, 
he went to visit an uncle residing in Alexandria (the settlement located west of the 
mouth of the Scioto River, established in the 1790’s and antedating Portsmouth by 
several years). 

On November 22, 1822, Silas W. Cole married Elizabeth Huestin (Huston), settled 
in Portsmouth, and engaged in the wagon-making business. In 1839 he bought a small 
farm about six miles northwest of Portsmouth along the Ohio-Erie Canal. Silas and 
Elizabeth became the parents of eight sons and one daughter: John Wesley, H. Silas 
(Mack), Amos Burnham, Charles Oscar, James Madison, William Creighton, George 
Washington, and Caroline. 

Seven sons enlisted and six fought in the Civil War on the Union side. Joseph 
Henry, a lieutenant in the 33rd Regiment, Ohio Volunteer Infantry, was killed in the 
Battle of Chickamauga. 

Many positions of trust were held by Silas W. Cole, among them several terms as 
Portsmouth street commissioner, member of the council six years, mayor of the city, 
county commissioner three years, infirmary director six years, township trustee, clerk, 
treasurer, etc., for nearly half his life. 

On November 9, 1861, Elizabeth H. Cole died, and on January 21, 1864, Silas 
married Mrs. Antoinette Squires. Some years later, on January 6, 1876, Silas died at 
age 79 following an attack of paralysis. He was buried in the Portsmouth Greenlawn 
Cemetery. 

Note: Dinah Crofoot appears to be the mother of Silas W. Cole. Other researchers 
have said Lucy Clark (Burnham) which was merely copied many times in D.A.R. 
membership applications. However, Amos Cole was married four times and didn't wed 
Lucy Clark until 1816, nineteen years after Silas W. Cole was born. 
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Silas wed (1) Elizabeth HUSTON daughter of William HUSTON and Susannah BOYD 
on 21 Nov 1822 in Portsmouth, Scioto County, Ohio. Elizabeth was born on 21 May 1804 
in Pennsylvania. She passed away on 7 Nov 1861 in Portsmouth, Ohio. Burial was in 
Greenlawn Cemetery, Portsmouth. 


Elizabeth Huston was a daughter of William and Susannah Boyd Huston. William 
was born about 1772 in Frederick County, Virginia. Susannah Boyd was born about 
1772 in Cecil County, Maryland. They were married 24 Aug 1791 in Maryland. Both 
of their fathers were Revolutionary Soldiers. Susannah's father, William Boyd, died in 
1777 at the Battle of Brandywine. 

Elizabeth Huston's father, William, was Captain of Huston's Mounted Company, 
Ohio Militia, in the War of 1812. Some years after the war, he died of starvation on a 
desolate Gulf Coast island when his boat sank while returning from Texas. Conflicting 
reports say this occurred in 1822 or 1845. In 1845 his remains were interred in 
Greenlawn Cemetery, Portsmouth, Ohio. Susanna remarried and eventually passed 
away 16 Sep 1854 in Scioto County, Ohio. 


Silas and Elizabeth had the following children:

Civil War: 

Served as a 2nd Lieut., Ohio Volunteer Infantry, 33rd Regiment, 
Company E. Entered on Sept. 12, 1861, at age 24. Killed in action at 
Chickamauga, GA, on 19 Sep 1863. 

There are two memorial markers in Greenlawn Cemetery, 
Portsmouth, Ohio with conflicting dates of death. However, the battle 
of Chickamauga lasted from September 18-20, and the following article 
appeared in the Portsmouth Times on September 26, 1863: 

A dispatch from Col. O. F. Moore states that the 33rd Regiment, in 
the late fight in Northern Georgia, had seventy-one killed and wounded. 
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Among the killed were Major Ellis and Henry Cole. Capt. Geo. Singer 
was mortally wounded. Further news is awaited with intense anxiety.

This is a historic family photograph. It's old (1866-1870) and rare, showing a father and all his 
children in a formal portrait. The Coles were important early citizens of Portsmouth, Scioto 
County, Ohio. The father, Silas Wattles Cole, was born in 1797 in New York State, settled in 
Portsmouth, Ohio, in 1819, married in 1822, and died in 1875. The mother of the children, 
Elizabeth Huston-Cole (1804-1861), died before the photograph. Also, one son, Joseph Henry 
Cole (1837-1863), was deceased. He died in the Civil War battle of Chickamauga. In all, seven 
brothers enlisted for the Union side and six fought in the Civil War. The Cole children shown 
are: George Washington (1823-1909), William Creighton (1825-1915), Amos Burnham (1827- 
1897), Charles Oscar (1830-1903), Caroline Huston Cole-Barber (1833-1902), Silas Mack 
(1839-1923). John Wesley (1842-1914), and James Madison (1845-1935). George Washington

3.George Washington COLE (Silas Wattles, Amos) began life on 5 Sep 1823 in 
Portsmouth, Scioto County, Ohio. He passed away on 16 Jan 1909 in Portsmouth and was 
laid to rest in Cole Family Cemetery, Coles Park near Portsmouth. 


George Washington Cole was born in Portsmouth, Ohio, on September 5, 1823, one 
of eight sons of Silas Wattles and Elizabeth Hueston Cole. He grew up in the city and 
had the advantage of a good education. 

On September 18, 1845, he married to Prudence Sabrina Alford. They became the 
parents of ten children, three of whom (George W., Silas Chauncey, and William 
Grant) lived into the 1930’s. Others were Charles O., Harriet E., Frank A., Mollie S., 
Sabrina, Ella E., and Harry. 

In about 1858 George W. Cole became the owner and operator of an extensive farm 
five to six miles northwest of Portsmouth, approximating 500 acres and including a 
large area of Scioto River bottomland lying adjacent to the Galena Pike (land 
surrounding and including the area now known as Coles Park). He was a successful 
farmer and considered wealthy in his day. He served his township as Clerk, Trustee 
and Justice of the Peace. 

George W. Cole's wife, Prudence Sabrina, passed away May 1, 1864, at age 39. On 
June 15, 1871, he married Maria Tracy Barber, who was born August 24, 1834, and 
died November 20, 1905, at age 71. There were no children by this marriage. 

George W. Cole died November 16, 1909, at the age of 86 and was buried in the 
Cole family cemetery that he had established in the Coles Park grove. 


George married (1) Prudence Sabrina ALFORD daughter of Chauncey ALFORD and 
Harriet Julia SPENCER on 18 Sep 1845 in Portsmouth, Scioto County, Ohio. Prudence 
was born on 6 Nov 1826 in Tioga County, PA. She passed away on | May 1864 in 
Portsmouth and was laid to rest in Cole Family Cemetery, Coles Park. 


Prudence Sabrina Alford came from families that were rooted in America long 
before its fight for independence. Her father, Chauncey Alford, was born about 1793, 
probably in Vermont. Her mother was Harriet J. Spencer who was born February 21, 
1800, in Tioga County, Pennsylvania. 

Prudence was raised in a large family. They moved to Ohio in 1839 and appear in 
the 1840 U.S. census as residents of Scioto County, Ohio. Prudence married George 
W. Cole on September 18, 1845, and would live the rest of her life in Scioto County. 
Her father, Chauncey Alford, died in the Fall of 1845. Her widowed mother, Harriet, 
and seven children moved to Hamburg, Calhoun County, Illinois. Harriet sold a 
property in Illinois on Nov. 26, 1859, and that is the last known public record of her. 
Family records say that Harriet Alford died in 1863. 


Additional notes on the Alford heritage: 


Although public records are sparse, family records tell an interesting story. It is 
believed that Chauncey Alford's parents were Amasa and Prudence Alford. Amasa was 
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born 11 Sep 1764 in Becket, Berkshire County, Massachusetts. Harriet Spencer's 
parents were probably Uriah Spencer, born March 4, 1770, and Deborah Elliot, April 
5, 1769. They were born in Guilford, New Haven, Connecticut but later settled in 
Tioga County, PA. 

Amasa Alford's parents were Elijah Alford (1733-1771) and Hannah Higley 
(1736-1823). They married in 1756. This pedigree includes earlier marriages of 
historical significance between the Alfords and Spencers. The path takes us back to 
Henry Spencer of Badby, Northamptonshire, England, who died in 1476. He is our 
common ancestor shared with Princes Diana Spencer, H.R.H. Prince William, as well 
as Winston Churchill. 

Returning to our Prudence Alford Cole and her relatives, in many ways they 
epitomize the American experience of their era. Amasa's older brothers, Elijah, Jr., 
and Asahel, were Revolutionary War soldiers. Amasa might have served in some 
capacity. He applied for a pension in 1837. In 1811 Elijah Alford, Jr. (1757-1832), 
established the community of Windham in Portage County, Ohio, and became the 
Deacon of their church. Chauncey Alford, and his brother, Roswell B. Alford, appear 
to have fought in the War of 1812. Roswell settled in Portsmouth, Ohio, and died there 
4 Feb 1855. Two sons of Chauncey fought in the Civil War. One of them, Chauncey 
Higley Alford, later became a train conductor and was robbed by Jesse James in the 
Gads Hill train robbery on 31 Jan 1874. Chauncey Higley Alford eventually moved to 
California, however he stayed in touch with the Cole relatives in Portsmouth, Ohio. He 
died in Los Angeles on 14 Jan 1931 at age 95. Pliny A. Alford, a nephew of Prudence, 
became a Mississippi River boat captain. In summary, the Alfords fully participated in 
the westward migration and development of a young America.

Mary wed Aaron A. BRIGGS on 3 Mar 1881 in Scioto, Ohio. Aaron was 
born about 1854 in Scioto, Ohio. He passed away in 1906.

William C. Cole was born in Scioto county, Ohio, December 12, 1825, and passed 
away after a brief illness from pneumonia at the home of his son, A. B. Cole, East 
Ninth street, Aledo, on December 24, 1915, having attained the unusual age of 90 years 
and 12 days.

He was married to Nancy Fisher of 
Maryland and had a family of twelve children. Three sons, William, Caleb, and 
Hillary, were in the War Between the States (no indication whether for the Confederacy 
or with the Union forces). 

In 1818 Caleb Wilcoxon moved to Scioto County, Ohio, and settled on land in the 
area known as Nauvoo, now considered a part of West Portsmouth. Caleb was 
regarded as possessing good executive ability and was a justice of the peace for a 
number of years. Caleb Wilcoxon died July 9, 1849. His wife, Nancy Fisher Wilcoxon, 
died in 1865 at age 71.

Homer C. Fulton, 78, widely know Duluth attorney, died yesterday (Feb 15, 1952) 
in a Duluth hospital where he had been confined by illness for four years. He resided 
in the city for 54 years. 

Noted not only for his legal ability, but especially in later years for his oratory and 
humorous addresses. 

He was a past president of the Eleventh Judicial District Bar association, a member 
of the Minnesota State Bar association, a trustee of Ohio Wesleyan University, and 
affiliated with other organizations. 

Born on a farm in Ohio, he took his preparatory schooling in that state and 
graduated from Ohio Wesleyan University. In later years he became a trustee of the 
university and was honored with a honorary membership in Phi Beta Kappa fraternity.

85. Olive Pryor COLE (Silas Chauncey, George Washington, Silas Wattles, Amos) was born 
on 2 Aug 1880 in Portsmouth, Scioto, Ohio. Olive passed away on 10 Apr 1960 in 
Oakwood, Montgomery County, Ohio. Burial was in Rushtown Cemetery, Scioto County. 


Olive Pryor Cole, third daughter of Silas C. and Frances Smith Cole, was born 
August 2, 1880, at Portsmouth, Ohio, and lived all but the last three years of her life in 
Scioto County, Ohio. As a little girl she was a favorite grandchild of her maternal 
grandmother, Drusilla Smith Williamson, often visited for extended periods of time 
with her grandmother in the latter’s little cottage dwelling on Dry Run northwest of 
Portsmouth, and was with her grandmother at the time of the latter’s death in July 
1892. 

Olive received her elementary education in the Dry Run rural schools. As a young 
lady she later attended a business college in Portsmouth, was subsequently employed in 
secretarial positions, including a period as Deputy County Clerk. In the early 1900’s 
she was a member of the telephone switchboard staff for the newly established 
Portsmouth Home Telephone Company, and became long distance operator. There she 
met Harry Sheppard Howe, a native of Gallipolis, Gallia County, who was transferred 
to Portsmouth to serve as telephone company maintenance supervisor. On October 24, 
1906, they were married, later becoming the parents of two sons: Ralph Harrington 
Howe, born June 28, 1911, and Richard Cole Howe, born December 25, 1912. 
Although living on the farm during their growing-up years, the sons attended 
Portsmouth city schools. In addition to being a homemaker, Olive was employed many 
years as deputy county clerk. 

Harry Howe became engaged in the automobile business in 1912, then in its 
infancy, and was a pioneer in auto sales and service in the area, establishing the first 
Hudson car dealership in Southern Ohio. Later the business was expanded to include 
Essex and Packard cars. About 1921 the family moved to the Silas Cole farm where a 
home was built on an acre of land deeded to Olive from her Cole parents. In 1924 
Harry Howe bought a parcel of river bottomland from the George Cole Farm Estate 
and thereafter engaged in farming as a sideline to his automobile business. 

Harry Howe retired from the auto business in 1940 to devote his remaining years 
to the farm. Following a terminal illness of more than a year, he died December 7, 
1956, and was buried in the Cole family plot in the Rushtown Cemetery. He was 77 
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years and 9 months old at the time of his death. 

In the early spring of 1957, after 35 years in that location and in accordance with 
Harry Howe’s last wishes and advice, the Howe farm and home were sold.

She died at home in Oakwood in the 
early evening of Palm Sunday, April 10, 1960, at the age of 79 years, 8 months, and 8 
days. Final funeral services were held at Portsmouth, Ohio, and she was buried in the 
Cole family plot in the Rushtown Cemetery near her husband and Cole parents. 


Olive married Harry Sheppard HOWE son of Dr Hiram Harrington HOWE and 
Caroline Matilda SHEPPARD on 24 Oct 1906 in Portsmouth, Scioto, Ohio. Harry was 
born on 6 Mar 1879 in Porter, Gallia County, Ohio. He passed away on 7 Dec 1956 in 
Portsmouth, Ohio and was interred in Rushtown Cemetery.

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Allen Family 


Introduction: 


This Allen family chapter is for the benefit of the children, grandchildren, and future 
descendants of Virginia Allen who married Harry P. Cooper. 


Our Allen story begins with Williams Allen who lived between 1761 and 1840. Actually, 
his ancestors arrived in America in the mid-1600's. This side of the family is especially 
rich with heritage through marriages between the Allens and other Colonial families 
such as Clapp, Howland, Wheaton, Cornell, Curtis, Slocum, and Pierce. Most of these 
families arrived soon after the Mayflower on similar, small sailing ships. All these 
families were present for the fight for independence and birth of our country. 


These Allen families settled in what are now the New England states, primarily 
Massachusetts and Maine. Our Allen grandparents didn't migrate to Ohio until 1900, 
nearly a century after our Cooper and Cole pioneers. 


This story is difficult to formulate. To present fully, it would be a story of three or more 
families. Grandmother Allen (Alice Howland) was born Lucy W. Clapp. However, she 
was an orphan by age six. Fortunately, she was taken-in by the family of Capt. Charles 


C. Howland. She soon honored and loved the Howlands as true parents, although she 
remained proud of her biological parents and ancestors. 


Scope: 

The emphasis is on Williams Allen and his descendants. The focus is further narrowed to 
Virginia Allen Cooper and her ancestors leading back in time to Williams Allen. 
Unfortunately, many prominent relatives outside this direct lineage have been omitted. 
Three charts are provided to help understand the scope of this research: (1) Pedigree of 
Virginia Richmond Allen, (2) Pedigree of Lucy Clapp showing her Howland line, and (3) 


Descendants of Williams Allen.

A Roofer's Terrible Death: P.C. Allen, a roof repairer, while at 
work on the roof of a three-story building at 10 Hinckley alley, leaned 
too far over the cornice yesterday forenoon and lost his balance. He fell 
50 feet to the ground, struck his head, and was killed instantly. The fall 
was witnessed by a number of people. 

Allen was know as "Major" by his acquaintances, from the fact that 
he was at one time a Major of the Third Regiment, National Guard of 
California. He lived at 937 Market Street and had been as asphaltum 
roofer for several years. He was a native of Boston, unmarried, and 
about fifty years of age. 


Postscript: A burial lot was purchased by the United Friends of 
California, and expenses paid by the society, of which Peleg Allen was a 
member. He was interned in Laurel Hill Cemetery, San Francisco, on 
Dec. 10, 1888, probably in an unmarked grave. Around 1930 most 
cemeteries within city limits were moved to Colma, San Mateo County. 
Peleg now rests in Cypress Lawn Cemetery, however there isn't a 
marked grave to visit.

Needham Golden Wedding --- Mr. and Mrs. William H. H. Allen quietly celebrated 
their 50th wedding anniversary at their home on Chestnut Street today. 

The guests were presented by James W. Allen, Francis K. Allen, Miss Emma A. 
Allen, and Herbert C. Allen, children of Mr. and Mrs. Allen. A son, Charles H. Allen 
of Detroit, Mich., was unable to be present. 

A purse of $50 in gold was given to Mr. and Mrs. Allen. Flowers were received 
from the Charles H. Ward Post of Newton, of which Mr. Allen is a member. 

Mr. and Mrs. Allen were married in New Bedford by Rev. T. C. Moulton of the 
North Christian Church. They lived there until 1887, when they went to Waltham and 
a few months later came to Needham. 

Mr. Allen was born in Dartmouth, Mass., in 1839. He enlisted in August 1861 in 
Company I, 18th Massachusetts Regiment, and served until July 1862, when he was 
retired as a result of wounds received at the battle of Big Bethel. Mr. Allen participated 
in the siege of Yorktown. In 1864 he was captain of the 84th district enrolled militia. 
He served as an escort to General Grant when he visited the Martha's Vineyard camp 
ground in 1874. Mr. Allen is employed by the New Haven Railroad. Mrs. Allen 
was Emma A. Wheaton of New Bedford, where she was born April 18, 1841. 


Obituary in the Needham Chronicle, Needham, MA, Saturday, Feb. 17, 1917, page 3: 

The half-masted flag is a fitting tribute to the memory of another veteran, William 
H. H. Allen, who died at his home on Chestnut street Tuesday night. Following the 
recent death of his wife Mr. Allen did not leave his bed and weakened steadily to the 
end. Grand Army services will be conducted at his late home this afternoon at 3:00 
o'clock. Burial will be in New Bedford on Sunday. 

W. H. H. Allen was born in Dartmouth September 5, 1839. At an early age he 
went to New Bedford and entered the dry goods business. 

He was a Civil War veteran, serving in Company I, 18th Regiment, Massachusetts 
Volunteers and took part in the first advance on Richmond. Work in building a bridge 
caused a disability for which he was discharged from the service in 1862 at 
Washington, D.C.. 

In politics he was a Republican of the Lincoln and Roosevelt type, in later life 
becoming a Progressive. He was appointed to the State Constabulary by Gov. Talbot 
and served until this force was discontinued. He was known for the firmness with 
which he enforced the law, and while a member of the force he was selected as a body 
guard to escort President Grant in his visit to Massachusetts. 

Mr. Allen served in the New Bedford City Council and for 23 years was connected 
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with a prominent Boston house. 

He was a member of his regiment association and attended the reunion the last 
time on August 26, 1916. He was a member of the old Galen Orr Post and also the 
Charles Ward Post of Newton, resigning from the latter to help form the present Galen 
Orr Post. 

The deceased, besides leaving two sisters, is survived by four sons and one 
daughter; James W., Frank R., Chas. H., Herbert C., and Emma A. Allen. 


William married Emma Augusta WHEATON daughter of James WHEATON and Lydia 
PIERCE on 24 Jan 1864 in New Bedford, Bristol, MA. Emma was born on 18 Apr 1841 in 
New Bedford.

Francis Kempton Allen, 81, for more than 43 years wholesale sales manager of the 
Springfield Metallic Casket Co., died at 8:55 PM Saturday (Nov. 4, 1950) in his home, 
302 E. High Street. Mr. Allen had been ill since his retirement from his sales position 
several years ago. 

The son of William H. H. and Emma Wheaton Allen, Mr. Allen was born in New 
Bedford, Mass., Oct. 21, 1869. He had resided for more than 51 years in Springfield. 

Mr. Allen was a member of Clark Lodge 101, F. and A. M.; Springfield Chapter 48, 
R.A.M.; Springfield Council No. 17, R.S.M.; Palestine Commandery No.33, Knights 
Templar; A.A. Scottish Rite, Valley of Dayton; and of Antioch Temple, AAONMS, of 
Dayton. 

On Sept. 25, 1950, he celebrated with his wife, Alice H. Allen, their 56th wedding 
anniversary. Survivors in addition to his wife include three daughters, Mrs. Charles 
Prins, Washington DC, Mrs. C.H. Purdy, Jackson, Mich., and Mrs. Harry P. Cooper, 
Columbus; two sons, George H. Allen, of South Vienna, and James B. Allen, of 
Seattle, Wash.; 11 grandchildren and two great-grandchildren. 


Francis wed Lucy (Alice Howland) Wilde CLAPP daughter of Rev. Billings CLAPP and 
Lorintha Marcella CURTIS on 25 Sep 1894 in Boston, Suffolk, Mass. Lucy was born on 8 
Apr 1869 in Enfield, Penobscott ,Maine. She died on 18 Jan 1954 in St. Petersburg, 
Pinellas County, FL. She was laid to rest in Ferncliff Cemetery, Springfield, Ohio. 


Alice Howland, was born Lucy Wilde Clapp on April 8, 1869, in Enfield, 
Penobscott, Maine. Her first ancestor to arrive in America was Thomas Clapp, born 
1597 in Dorchester, England. His small sailing ship arrived in New England on July 
24, 1633. Thomas Clapp was among eighty passengers on a voyage lasting more than 
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a month. His cousin Roger Clapp, had arrived earlier in 1630 on the ship Mary and 
John. Roger was a founder of Dorchester, Massachusetts. 

Alice Howland's great-grandfather, Eliphalet Clapp, is listed in the DAR Patriot 
Index as a Revolutionary War veteran, a private from Massachusetts. 

Beriah Clapp, Alice's grandfather, died about 1799. He was cast away and lost his 
life at sea on Sequin Ledge, off Kennebec River. 

Alice Howland's biological parents were Billings Clapp (1790-1873) and Lorintha 
Marcella Curtis (1840-1875). Billings Clapp was a Methodist minister and farmer in 
the Eddington, Enfield area of Maine. He first married Susan Shed on 6 Jan 1817. She 
died on 18 Jan 1817. He next married Emily Whitney on 19 Mar 1818. They had 
thirteen children, and she died on 6 Nov 1861. He then married Lorintha Marcella 
Curtis (Russell) on 2 Nov 1863. 

Billings Clapp died 21 Feb 1873 and Lorintha died on 21 Nov 1875. Lucy, age six, 
was without parents. Charles C. Howland of Boston, Suffolk County, Mass. was 
appointed Guardian of Lucy Wilde Clapp on November 1, 1880. Lucy Clapp's name 
was changed to Alice Howland by her foster parents, Charles and Margaret Ayer 
Howland, in Probate Court of Boston, Mass. on Dec 29, 1884. 

As a girl, Alice volunteered for work in the Boston slums to help keep children off 
the streets and to prevent them from becoming criminals. Also, in her youth, Alice was 
a promising artist. Although art would remain a lifetime hobby, raising a big family 
and helping humanitarian causes became greater priorities. 

Alice Howland married Francis K. Allen on September 25, 1894. They moved to 
Springfield, Ohio, in 1900 when Mr. Allen was transferred there while working for the 
Metallic Casket Company. They raised a family of eight children in a large home near 
Wittenberg College. 

From the Springfield (Ohio) Sun newspaper, April 1, 1923: "Mrs. Francis K. Allen 
is one of Springfield's nationally and internationally known women. It was she who 
conceived the idea and designed the flag known as the Golden Rule Standard for Peace 
and Unity. The flag has been approved by the nations of the world as an international 
symbol. The patented design granted Mrs. Allen provides money to be used to aid all 
children to learn and live the Golden Rule". 

Some years later, Mrs. Allen reflected saying "I wanted to do something to prevent 
future wars, to bring an understanding of the true unity of the world to both children 
and adults. I was brought up as an artist so it was easy for me to represent my ideas in 
terms of form and color. The idea of a flag to symbolize world unity, peace and the 
equality of all nations and races came to me after I had worried for a long time about 
the evils of the war through which the world had just lived. War is so terrible. I had 
hoped that my flag might be a reminder of the great law of peace, the Golden Rule." 

Alice's husband, Francis K. Allen, died November 4, 1950. Alice Howland Allen 
died on January 18, 1954, while vacationing in St. Petersburg, Florida. She was 
returned to Ohio and laid to rest beside her husband. 

Alice Howland Allen was a member of the Daughters of the American Revolution 
as a descendent of John Curtis (1741-1783). Her DAR membership No. 203981 was 
granted Oct 18, 1924. She also submitted supplemental DAR applications as a 
descendant of Pvt. Eliphalet Clapp (b. 1736), Pvt. John Killam (1729-1818), Sergt. 
John Davis (1735-1808), and Ruth Peabody Curtis (1744-1829), a patriot.

George H. Allen, former Springfield industrialist who in recent years concentrated 
on property purchase and development, died unexpectedly at 10:10 p.m. Tuesday at 
Community Hospital. He was 68. 

Mr. Allen owned considerable property east of Springfield, chiefly in the South 
Vienna and Harmony areas. He lived at Lake Sylvan Shores, a residential development 
he owned. 

Born in Springfield October 27, 1901, Mr. Allen attended Wittenberg College one 
year and then graduated from the Ohio State College of Engineering in 1923 witha 
degree in electrical engineering. After college he spent several years as an engineer in 
St. Louis, Cleveland, and Muskegon, Michigan. At one time he was plant 
superintendent of Springfield Metallic Casket Co., Inc., and also was a wholesale 
salesman for the firm. He founded the Ohio Casket Co. in 1935 but sold it at the end of 
the war. 

He started Allen Tool and Manufacturing in 1938 with his wife and one employee. 
By 1941 Mr. Allen was employing ten persons. Then, with World War IJ in progress, 
the business expanded rapidly. By 1943 there were 750 employees, and the company 
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was known as the largest manufacturer of airplane jigs and fixtures in the world. There 
were branch offices in St. Louis, Evansville, Indiana, and Atlanta, Georgia. After the 
war the company was reorganized and became known as Allen Tool Co., however lack 
of business caused its demise in 1958. It was then Mr. Allen went about purchasing 
plants and properties, renovating, and either selling or leasing them. He called his new 
enterprise Allen Industries, Inc.. 

Mr. Allen had, along with his scientific know-how, a whimsical touch to which he 
gave free rein at times. "Part of my business," he said, "is a certain amount of 
showmanship, combined with the ability to sell, whether it's products or ideas." Mr. 
Allen also had this to say: "There is no royal road to success, and no formula for it. 
What makes one person successful may never affect a second. However, if you make 
the most of what you have to work with, and your abilities happen to click, your 
chances of success are good." 

Mr. Allen is survived by his wife, Jeannett Bauer Allen; one son, F.K. Allen of San 
Jose, Calif; one daughter, Mrs. Joan Upton of Passaic, NJ; five grandchildren; one 
brother, and three sisters.
